THERE IS NO SHORT CUT IN PURSUIT OF THE POLICY OF FREEDOM

It is a sad fact very few people have any comprehension of how our 'money supply' is created. Nor the 
enormous power exerted by those who control its flow ‘into' and ‘out of our economy. Nor the importance to 
a functioning democracy of the balancing of both the monetary and economic flows with an injection of new 
‘debt-free’ credits directed towards the citizenry, rather than industry or the government. 

The objective of this paper is to try and briefly explain these three topics; How our money is created and 
destroyed by the rate of issue and cancellation of loans; the control of policy exerted by the privately owned 
and run banking system; and the lack of equilibrium or balance of the 'Price System! overly affecting our 
functioning democracy. 

In terms of simplicity, an internal combustion engine together with its fuel-mixture, is an excellent metaphor 
of how the ‘flow of money' controls an economy. Let us accept we possess an engine (industry, energy, raw 
materials and technology) and we have the correct fuel-mixture (money as the tool to set people to work), 
the engine will perform the desired task. By increasing or decreasing the 'rate of flow' of the fuel-mixture we 
correspondingly control the speed of our engine, and the engine delivers predictable performance. 

Whilst simple enough to illustrate, the fuel-mixture we feed into our engines typifies the role of 'money' in 
our economy. The 'rate of flow' reflects the current banking 'policy'. Banks can expand or restrict loans (new 
money) as a matter of policy, and so the economy expands or falters to this policy. This was most obvious with 
the 1929 depression — the central bank 'policy' was to drastically restrict the issuing of new loans and at the 
same time calling for immediate repayment of existing loans - a drastic contraction of the money supply as 
‘policy’. 

There was a time when Australia had a favourable monetary 'policy' and debt free credits were issued based 
on the productive capacity of our nation. We in fact, came out of the first world war, after having supplied all 
the material needs of the war and the nation simultaneously, and debt free. 

What is Money? 

Money in a modern economy can be broken up into basically 2 forms. Firstly, there are our notes and coins 
manufactured by the two Commonwealth Mints located in Canberra and Perth representing about 3% or less 
of the total 'money' supply in circulation at any given time. Secondly, 97% of 'money' is created by the 'private' 
banking sector in the form of 'new loans' to government, industry or individuals; borrowings to build a road 
or hospital, financing a year of 'production costs’, or buying a home or a car. We all do so by way of 'bonds' 
or 'mortgages' which are nothing more than promises to pay (from future taxes or earnings-ed) the borrowed 
amount at the required rate of interest over a given period of time. 

Mortgages are at least as old as the Roman empire, perhaps even further back if you make the effort to read 
David Graeber’s book ‘Debt — The First 5000 Years’. (continued on next page) 





(continued from previous page) The origin of MORTGAGE: 
Mort, French, as in a mortuary or mortician, thus DEATH; 
Gage, Latin, to engage, to clasp or grip; a contract 
The literal translation is ‘death-grip.’ 

The banks hold a death-grip over the assets of the 
borrower. In the case of government, the death-grip 
(bonds) over future taxation. It is not unheard of for banks 
to seize national assets. Think recently of Greece, Italy, 
Portugal, Spain and Ireland, or leasing Australian Ports. 

A vital point to note here is that 'new loans' are a creation 
of new money, an expansion of the money supply, in the 
form of mortgaged or bonded debt. 

As mentioned previously, under the 'then' (1912- 
1924) Governor of the Commonwealth Bank of Australia 
Denison Miller, Australia was able to self-finance vast 
infrastructure projects and simultaneously process the 
requirements of the first world war 'debt-free' as 'policy'. 

By the privately-owned banks today issuing our 'new 
money’, in the form of debt (bonds and mortgaged loans), 
we are in a death spiral. We cannot pay off'an insufficiency' 
by borrowing further. The 'policy' must change. The banks 
control this policy and have no desire to alter a very 
lucrative arrangement. Further, by being so indebted, the 
banks now control 'policy' at every level of government. 
Money Supply and Democracy - The Price System 

Within the modern industrialised economy are many 
labour-saving devices such as automation, robotics and 
advanced control. This is in fact, still only part of the 
community’s total cultural inheritance, building on the 
know-how and machinery of many generations past. But 
there is an anomaly within the 'modern' economy. If the 
advanced control and robotic machines are doing most 
of the work, how is the individual going to get sufficient 
purchasing power to buy what these machines make? 
Fortunately, this anomaly has already been discovered and 
answered by CH Douglas nearly 100 years ago. He proposed 
the National Dividend to offset this lack of purchasing 
power — to buy what the advanced control machines make 
- by handing this 'power to choose’, (money-vote), back to 
the individuals in society - devolution. 

You see, if we were to issue all new money only to 
government, then the effect would be further centralised 
control of both 'policy and finance’. This would lead to an 
even greater tyranny, human nature being what it is. 
Absolute power corrupts absolutely 

Taking human nature into account, further centralizing 
of power is not a realistic option if we are to remain a 
free people. There is a pressing need to restore power back 
to the individual — devolution. This can only occur if the 
individual has sufficient freedom to 'choose or refuse' one 
thing at a time. The 'money vote', (National Dividend), 
is an excellent opportunity to devolve power. By issuing 
sufficient 'debt free money' as a dividend, to balance the 
‘modern industrialised economy' and the 'money supply’, 


we can restore our historical freedoms. 
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Knowing these things alone cannot change the situation. 
Similarly voting for one party over another will also not 
cut the mustard. We must regain back those ancient lost 
freedoms. Magna Carta has to be fought for again and again 
until it is won. But this time, 'power' must reside at the level 
of the individual. Government must be firmly ‘limited’. 
We must change 'policy' direction towards devolution. 


No doubt, any type of remedial proposal will be sorely 
fought against. Every trick will be used against any effort 
to pry power away from the central banks and be returned 
to the people. But that is what we must do. If not, our 
situation is indeed grim and we will enter a 'dark ages' of 
centralised tyranny. 


No doubt you will have noticed how one group is being 
'set apon by another’. Religion, age, sexuality, republic, 
school children and the climate. Recently, the retirement 
incomes (from the generation that may have saved a little 
in superannuation), enviously sought after by a generation 
who do not have any percieved future; these groups are 
being pitted against each other. All major political parties 
use this dialectic approach as deliberate 'policy', designed 
to polarise. No question is ever asked about the 'cultural 
inheritance! appropriated by the central banks that belongs 
equally to everyone - Resolution, not Revolution. 


Facts and circumstances do not matter, only emotions 
and brute force. This is the 'dialectic' based on the teachings 
of Karl Marx - Dialectical Materialism - to create the new 
synthesis. Itis designed to further centralise power, with the 
revolutionary dictatorship imminent. Trump and Clinton 
are current examples. The bolshevics and nazis are older 
examples of this type of ‘dialectical approach towards 
dictatorship’ which we are rapidly heading towards**.

“Australian households have been officially advised 
to run their taps for at least 30 seconds in the morning 
amid fears of lead poisoning from plumbing products. 
The alert was issued in July by enHealth — a standing 
committee representing federal, state and territory 
health departments, the National Health and Medical 
Research Council and the New Zealand Ministry 

of Health — but not widely publicised. While lead 

is rarely used in water pipes in Australia, it is still 
widely used in a “range of plumbing products” such 
as brass fittings. It can dissolve into drinking water 
“particularly where water has been sitting in contact 
with these brass plumbing products for long periods”. 
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Lead exposure can cause a wide range of symptoms 
ranging from muscle pains, fatigue, abdominal pains, 
headache, nausea and vomiting to seizures and coma. 
Infants and children are especially vulnerable as lead 
can impair brain development.”
